“Ali Singleton, who 
works at the library, 
found a blanket to try 
and keep my mother 
warm, and another lady, 
Jersie Famden, helped 
too. 

“Two PCSOs did 
everything possible to try 
and get the ambulance to 
come quicker. 

“The people were 
advised not to move my 
mother because of the 
danger of injury, so she 
was on freezing concrete 
during this time.” 

Rebecca was told by 
some people it took up to 
an hour for the ambu¬ 
lance, although she says 
the Ambulance Service 
believes it was around 40 
minutes. 


Rebecca praised the 
professionalism of 
Tamara and Steve, the 
ambulance crew, when 
they arrived. 

She said the incident 
raised the issue of the 
speed of ambulance 
response times and how 
priority is assessed. 

“Despite the fact that 
my mother has other 
medical problems, 
including heart failure 
and very bad arthritis, I 
understand the ambu¬ 
lance was sent to another 
call on the way to Barry.” 

Rebecca rang her 
mother’s surgery for 
assistance but was told 
nothing more could be 
done other than to wait 
for the ambulance.

THERE IS TOO MUCH 
SPECULATION ABOUT 
VALE LIBRARIES’ 

SAYS COUNCIL LEADER 


THERE has been much 
speculation and rumour 
regarding the council’s 
decision to review its 
library service, so I 
thought I would put peo¬ 
ple’s minds at rest, by 
explaining the rationale 
behind the decision. 

The Vale Council had an 
unprecedented cut in its fund¬ 
ing from Government. As a 
result it is necessary to make 
savings in the revenue budget 
of around £15million this year 
and possibly the same again 
next year. Therefore, in find¬ 
ing ways to work smarter, 
more efficiently and effectively, 
we will be looking at changes 
to the way we deliver some 


services. 

As part of that process we 
have launched a review of 
library services which has 
resulted in rumours and stories 
that the Penarth Library is 
closing. 

This is not what is being 
proposed at all. It is unsettling 
for residents and staff when 
such stories are circulated. 

We are actually looking at 
the ‘Future of Library Services 
in the Vale’. It may be that 
the model and look of the serv¬ 
ice will be different in the 
future, but it will most certain¬ 
ly continue. Our library staff 
provide a popular and success¬ 
ful service, but we need to find 
ways to protect the service and 
ensure it is sustainable. 

We are currently seeking the 


views of both users and non¬ 
users of Vale libraries and this 
consultation will continue until 
December 15. Please help us 
shape the future of this service 
and take part in the on-line 
survey or ask library staff for a 
questionnaire. 

I hope this reassures every¬ 
one of our intentions. If you 
want to know what is happen¬ 
ing then please do not hesitate 
to ask, then perhaps the scare- 
mongering can stop. Enquiries

‘MP’s membership of

Netmums research has 
found that one in five 
mothers skips meals to 
feed their children. 
People are being admit¬ 
ted to hospital because 
they are malnourished. 
These are facts which 
can’t be ducked. This is 
the reality of the “dark 
stain” referred to in the 
Archbishop’s speech. 

Mr Cairns was heavi¬ 
ly criticised recently for 
his unwise comments 
about foodbanks. His 
response was that he had 
been misrepresented by 
his opponents. His mem¬ 
bership of the Free 
Enterprise group can’t 
be misrepresented, as his 
photograph is on the 
front page of their web¬ 
site. He and the rest of 
this group want to shrink 
the state, by removing 
the safety net which pro¬ 
tects the sick and vulner¬ 
able; he wants to tax the 
basic essentials of life, 
which every government 
until now has protected.

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“SMOKE PLUMES VISIBLE ACROSS CHANNEL’ 

Vale recycling firm is 
hit by a second blaze 


RESIDENTS in the 
Vale and beyond 
woke on Tuesday to 
see a plume of dark 
smoke - visible for 
miles - as the prem¬ 
ises of a recycling 
business went up in 
flames. 

Nearly 90 firefighters 
were called to the blaze, 
which was at a building 
owned by Siteserv. 

It was less than a 
month ago that another 
Siteserv building on the 
estate went up in flames. 
On that occasion the fire 
burned for more than a 
week. 

Fire crews from three 
stations were called to the 
old Georgia Pacific build¬ 
ings at 5.14am on 
Tuesday, November 26. 


South Wales Police 
closed off the estate and 
cordons were put in 
place. 

The Fire Service said 
that on arrival, they faced 
a “fully developed fire 
including various grades 
of recycled materials”. 

A spokesperson added 
that two seats of fire had 
been discovered in a 
building. 

In a statement on 
Tuesday, the Vale 
Council said: “Fire crews 
continue to control the 
spread of the fire at 
Llandow Trading Estate. 

“The plume of smoke 
is rising and dispersing 
and current evidence sug¬ 
gests that the smoke is 
not at ground level. 

“Small fragments of 
ash may fall out of the 
plume, but the risk to 


health is very low. We do 
not expect people living 
in the immediate vicinity 
to be exposed, but if 
smoke is noticed at 
ground level, you are 
advised to stay indoors 
and close doors and win¬ 
dows.” 

The statement went 
on: “The materials burn¬ 
ing include recyclables - 
such as paper and plastic- 
hut no hazardous waste. 

“Some local residents 
may have experienced 
reduced water pressure, 
as local water resources 
were being used to tackle 
the blaze. 

“Officers from Natural 
Resources Wales are on 
site to provide technical 
advice to the emergency 
services and help manage 
the impact of the fire on 
the environment and 


local community. 

“A multi-agency emer¬ 
gency meeting took place 
today to assess the situa¬ 
tion, involving South 
Wales Fire & Rescue 
Service, South Wales 
Police, Public Health 
Wales, Natural Resources 
Wales, Welsh Water and 
the Vale Council. It is 
anticipated that the fire 
could last for a number of 
days.” 

Cardiff Airport was 
informed about the 
plume of smoke, but the 
airport said it had not 
caused any disruption. 

In fact, the smoke was 
visible from much further 
away than the airport. It 
could be seen from 
Minehead, across the 
Bristol Channel, and was 
clearly visible from 
Porthcawl and Cardiff. 



Businesses on the 
estate were unable to get 
to their place of work on 
the first day of the fire 
(Tuesday). On 

Wednesday, a number 
found that the electricity 
was cut off, and they had 
to keep going using gen¬ 
erators. 

One Llantwit Major 
resident told The GEM: 
“We closed our windows 
on Tuesday night because 
we found the smell over¬ 
powering, and it was still 
strong on Wednesday 
morning.” 


On Wednesday, the 
Fire Service reported that 
the fire was brought 
under control quite quick¬ 
ly, but that, because of the 
tightly packed materials, 
it was expected that pock¬ 
ets of fire would continue 
to break out. 

The building, it was 
reported, had now com¬ 
pletely collapsed, which 
would make it easier to 
get at any areas which 
were still smouldering.

Rebecca, the daugh¬ 
ter of a GP herself, 
suggested: “Couldn’t 
doctors be called on to 
assist and provide 
triage of their patients 
in an emergency to get 
the ambulance faster 
and administer pain 
relief?” 

Val spent the night 
in the assessment unit 
at the University 
Hospital of Wales, 
before being trans¬ 
ferred to Llandough 
Hospital where she 
remains in a “poorly” 
condition. 

The GEM invited 
the Welsh Ambulance 
Service to comment on 
what took place. 

A spokeswoman 
explained: “We very 
much regret the delay 
in our response to this 


incident, which took 
place at a particularly 
busy time for the 
ambulance service and 
the whole emergency 
healthcare service in 
the area. 

“An emergency 
ambulance was imme¬ 
diately sent to the 
scene when the call 
was received, but 
diverted to a life- 
threatening call. 

“Due to a number 
of handover delays at 
hospitals in the area, 
our resources were 
limited and we sent 
the next available 
ambulance at the ear¬ 
liest opportunity.” 

She added: “We 
would encourage the 
patient’s family to 
contact us should they 
wish to discuss the 
case further.”

Local historian’s 
talk on World War 


RECENTLY, Dr Jonathan 
Hicks gave a talk to the Dinas 
Powys Probus Club on the 
World War One battles of 
Mametz Wood in France and 
Passchendaele in Belgium. 

Dr Hicks is a military historian and 
novelist and has written two novels 
around these battles with the characters 
imagined from anonymous photo¬ 
graphs in his collection, and from mil¬ 
itary records of men from south Wales. 

The battle of Mametz Wood lasted 
from July 7 to July 12, 1916, during the 
first battles of the Somme. The 38th 
Welsh Division was ordered to attack 
the wood which was held by the 
Germans. 

The attack was badly planned. Most 
of the soldiers were inexperienced vol¬ 
unteers and the advance was up a steep, 
muddy slope in daylight and they faced 
heavy machine-gun fire, both from the 
wood itself and from higher ground on 
their flank. They failed to reach the 
wood and had to withdraw. 

After repeated attacks, the wood 
was reached on July 10 and finally 
cleared by the 12th. On a single day, 
the Division lost 400 men out of 676, 
and in total, they suffered 4,000 casu¬ 
alties out of a force of 8,000. 

Mametz Wood still stands. Nearby is 
the memorial statue by Welsh sculptor 
David Peterson. It takes the form of a 
Welsh Dragon on a stone plinth, facing 
the wood and holding a piece of 
German barbed wire in its claw. There 
is a painting by Christopher Williams 
in The National Museum in Cardiff 
depicting the horrors of the battle, and 
the Mametz Wood ward in the Cardiff 
Royal Infirmary commemorates the 
action. 

The battle of Passchendaele was 
fought close to the town of Ypres. It 
lasted from July 1917 until November 
and has been named ‘The Battle of 
Mud’. The continual rainfall was 


in reality it was badly planned and did 
not receive the whole-hearted support 
of all political parties. 

The reason that Sir Douglas Haig 
ordered the battle was that he believed, 
wrongly, that the German resolve was 
at a low ebb. The attack was launched 
by a massive artillery barrage which 
far from devastating the German lines, 
simply warned them that an attack 
would soon follow and gave them time 
to prepare their defences. 

In the following fighting, the British 
lost over 300,000 men and the 
Germans approximately 250,000. 

In 1915, the Reverend Phillip 
‘Tubby’ Clayton, an army chaplain, 
took over an abandoned house as a sol¬ 
dier’s club where men could meet and 
relax in breaks from the fighting. He 
named it Talbot House, but it soon 
became known as ‘Toe H’, derived 
from an army code of words for ‘T’ and 
‘H’. It was an every man’s club, 
regardless of rank. 

With the 100th anniversary of the 
beginning of the World War One being 
commemorated in 2014, the 
Government and other organisations 
are planning various activities to mark 
the occasion, including trips to the bat¬ 
tlefields and cemeteries. 

However, Jonathan strongly 
believes that any events held in this 
area should be relevant to the sacrifices 
made by soldiers from south Wales. 
Children should be encouraged to learn 
about local heroes and the effect the 
war had upon daily life. 

‘Wales Remembers’ is a web-site 
with lots of local history surrounding 
World War One and there is an app full 
of relevant local history which will be 
developed next year for all school chil¬ 
dren. 

The novels by Dr Hicks are The 
Dead of Mametz and Demons Walk 
Among Us, which is based around the 
Passchendaele battle. The vote of 
thanks was given by Ken Bloxham.

effectively, we will be 
looking at changes to 
the way we deliver 
some services. 

As part of that 
process we have 
launched a review of 
library services but 
regrettably, once again, 
the rumour mill has 
begun and stories are 
circulating that Penarth 
Library is closing, 
which is not what is 
being proposed at all. 

It is unsettling for 
residents and staff when 
such stories are circulat¬ 
ed. If anyone wants to 
know what is happening 
please ask and perhaps 
the scaremongering can 
stop. 

We are actually look¬ 
ing at the ‘Future of 
Library Services in the 
Vale’. It may be that 
the model and look of 
the service will be dif¬ 
ferent in the future, but 
it will most certainly 
continue. Our library 
staff provide a popular 
and successful service, 
but we need to find 
ways to protect the 
service and ensure it is 


sustainable. 

We are currently 
seeking the views of 
both users and non¬ 
users of the Vale 
libraries and this con¬ 
sultation will continue 
until December 15, 
2013. 

Please help us shape 
the future of this service 
and take part in the on¬ 
line survey or at the 
libraries themselves. 

Our aim to provide 
better services is echoed 
in the recent commit¬ 
ment to our children’s 
education, with the 
enhanced capital pro¬ 
gramme for schools. 

We will complete both 
Ysgol Nant Talwg in 
Barry and Ysgol 
Gymraeg Dewi Sant in 
Llantwit to meet 
increased parental 
demand for Welsh- 
medium primary educa¬ 
tion. 

We also want to cre¬ 
ate a new Llantwit 
Major Learning 
Community, by remod¬ 
elling part of the old 
school and replacing the 
rest of the school with a 


new building creating a 
new comprehensive 
school. 

We would also build 
a new 420-place pri¬ 
mary school, by amal¬ 
gamating both 
Eagleswell and 
Llanilltud Fawr schools 
on the same site. 
Consultation on amalga¬ 
mating the two primary 
schools will take place 
from December to 
February 2014. 

The results of the 
consultation will be 
considered by Cabinet 
before a decision is 
made. 

In Barry, we will be 
replacing Oakfield 
School with a new 
building and expanding 
Y sgol Gwaun Y Nant, 
to meet the increased 
demand for Welsh 
medium education. In 
future years, we intend 
remodelling Colcot 
School by the removal 
of the two existing 
demountable units and 
refurbishment of the 
early year’s unit, which 
has experienced a 
repeatedly leaking roof. 

The refurbishment 
would also address 
problems with the heat¬ 
ing system and improve 
disabled access at the 
school. These plans 
will dramatically 
improve the teaching 
and learning environ¬ 
ment for staff and 
pupils alike.

Llewellyn won a number of open races on 
Proud Prince, who was something of a mudlark, 
and it was at the Llangibby Hunt Point-To-Point 
Steeplechases at Ho wick in 1981 that Proud Prince 
put up one of his best performances when beating 
Brigadier Mouse, who later went on to win the 
prestigious John Corbet Cup at Stratford, by a dis¬ 
tance. 

The last horse Gordon owned was the French- 
bred Tostaky, which won the best turned out award 
at the Glamorgan Hunt Point-To-Point at 
Ystradowen last year before going out to finish sec-

AM says Airport Master 
Plan is needed urgently 


ELUNED PARROTT, the Lib-Dem AM 
for South Wales Central, has challenged 
the First Minister to publish his master 
plan for Cardiff Airport, which the Vale 
Council Local Development Plan states is 
being produced by the Welsh Labour 
Government. 

The Local Development Plan (LDP) sets 
out how land within the Vale will be used 
between 2011 and 2026, and allocates signifi¬ 
cant areas of land in the Rhoose area to devel¬ 
opments that form part of a Cardiff Airport 
Master Plan. 

When asked if and when the Airport 
Master Plan would be published, the First 
Minister replied that he would liaise with 
Cardiff Airport’s board but claimed that it 
was their plan and not the Welsh 
Government’s. 

Eluned Parrott said: “In the Vale Local 


Development Plan, several pieces of land have 
been allocated for the development of an 
Airport Master Plan, but no-one seems to 
know what that plan is, nor who is driving it. 
The LDP specifically states that the Welsh 
Government are developing these plans, and 
yet the First Minister categorically denied it 
in The Senedd. 

“If the Vale Council are able to set aside 
specific parcels of land to deliver the master 
plan, they must at least know in outline form 
what developments are planned. 

“Local residents are now extremely con¬ 
cerned that they can’t effectively respond to 
the draft LDP consultation if the information 
it is based on isn’t in the public domain. 

“We need to see the Airport Master Plan 
before the LDP consultation closes. Local 
residents deserve the facts, so they’re not left 
responding in the dark,” she added.

VALE MP Alun 
Cairns has 

expressed concern 
that the Vale 
Council is spending 
more than half a 
million pounds a 
year on agency 
social workers. 

He said constituents 
had complained to him 
about the turnover of 
social workers, and that 
many constituents found 
that having to deal with 
different social workers, 
including short-term 
agency workers, did not 
allow them to build up a 
relationship to help them 
find long-term solutions 
to their problems. 

Mr Cairns added that 
although the figure had 
dropped from a peak of 
£815,000 a few years 
earlier, the sum was still 
too high and called for 
strong action to be taken. 


He said: “There are 
two issues in this matter. 
One is the additional cost 
to the local council tax 
payer of agency-based 
social workers but also 
the impact on support for 
some of the most vulner¬ 
able people by frequent 
changes. 

“These figures signi¬ 
fied a wider issue around 
failure to recruit enough 
social workers. Whilst 
temporary staff have a 
role to play, particularly 
in terms of providing 
flexible cover, we clearly 
have an issue over the 
ability to recruit and 
retain enough permanent 
social workers. 

“The figures obtained 
through a Freedom of 
Information request 
show that in financial 
year 2012/13, £564,000 
was spent on agency 
workers.”

teen literature 
adaptation 
spot vacated by 
Harry Potter and 
Twilight, Suzanne 
Collins’ The Hunger 
Games was met 
with huge box 
office figures when 
it debuted last year.

dark side (a traditional 
element of sequels) 
comes with a few less 
punches being pulled, 
the film pushing the 12A 
rating far more than the 
first film ever did, and 
Lawrence brings an 
assured composure to 
the direction. 

The narrative switches 
gears too, not just a fight 
for survival but now also 
introducing an ‘us and 
them’ mentality which 
sees the seeds of revolu¬ 
tion being sown. 

Lawrence skillfully 
manages to bring this to 
the fore but still delivers 
on the action portion of 
the film. The games are 
harder-hitting but there 
is a strong story behind 
the carnage, writers 
Simon Beaufoy and 
Michael Arndt (responsi¬ 
ble for Slumdog 
Millionaire and Toy 
Story 3 respectively) 
doing a great job of 
bringing the pages to 
screen. 

The performances are 
also better this time 
round; Jennifer 
Lawrence (who between 
the first film and this 
one has won an Oscar) 
adds an edge of PTSD to 
Katniss, whose actions 
in the first film have not 
just inspired people but 


also scarred her mental¬ 
ly, the inner torment 
bubbling underneath her 
flinty persona. 

Josh Hutcherson also 
relishes being given a 
little more weight to 
carry, his feelings for 
Katniss being held in 
check by the lives they 
are having to lead, while 
the likes of Sam Claflin, 
Philip Seymour 
Hoffman, Jena Malone 
and Elizabeth Banks all 
shine in their respective 
roles. 

The only sour note is 
struck by the film’s run¬ 
ning time, 146 minutes 
far too long for a story 
that does spend a lot of 
time re-emphasising 
points that only need to 
be made once, while the 
film’s ending, dramatic 
certainly, is a little too 
abrupt, with one eye on 
the next film, failing to 
wrap up this instalment 
satisfactorily enough. 

That being said. 
Catching Fire does set 
up things nicely for that 
final instalment (which 
is being split into two 
films) and makes for an 
entertaining watch in 
itself, growing up mas¬ 
sively from the first film 
and delivering plenty of 
depth. 

VERDICT - 

Eollowing the sequel 
template of bigger, dark¬ 
er and more serious. The 
Hunger Games: 

Catching Fire is an 
impressive piece of 
work. A more satisfying 
viewing experience than 
the first film, across the 
board the improvements 
make for a more sub¬ 
stantial offering and 
leaves you on edge for 
the third film (due next 
year). Enjoyable.

ON Thursday, 

November 14, the 
Barry Branch celebrat¬ 
ed its 75th birthday 
with Air Marshall Sir 
‘Dusty’ Miller, the 
RAF Association 
National President, as 
one of its guests of hon¬ 
our at a dinner held to 
mark this occasion in 
the branch’s history. 

It was also a fitting 
moment as a new stan¬ 
dard, along with the gold 
and platinum tassels,

Five years later it 
became amalgamated into 
the Royal Air Forces 
Association which cele¬ 
brates its own 70th birth¬ 
day this year. 

Now the branch is just 
known simply as the 
Barry branch. 

The series of birthday 
events started back in July 
2013 when the Vale 
Mayor, Coun Margaret 
Wilkinson, hosted the 
start of Barry Branch’s 
planned events which 
raised the profile of the 
RAF Association within 


the local community. 

The town’s King 
Square and library 
became the focal points in 
September for the ex hi bits 
and entertainment laid on 
for the passing shoppers.

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Air Cadets pay 
tribute to all 
casualties of 
World War One

TWELVE Air 
Cadets from 372 
(Barry) Squadron 
recently travelled 
to Europe to pay 
homage to those 
who lost their lives 
fighting for their 
countries in the 
great wars. 

The visit took place 
over a long weekend and 
encompassed the war 
memorials and battle¬ 
fields of Ypres Salient, 
in Belgium, and those of 
the Somme, in France. 

The cadets stayed as 
guests of the Belgium 
Army in Ypres and dur¬ 
ing their time were able 
to witness and parade 
with members of the 
local Fire Brigade per¬ 
forming the moving 
‘Last Post’ ceremony at 
the Menin Gate. 

As a sign of the great¬ 
est respect, the cadets 
laid poppy wreaths on 
behalf of the Royal 
British Legion and 372 
(Barry) Squadron. 

Cadet Rhys Williams 
said: “We also went to 
Thiepval on the Somme 
to see where the fierce 
fighting took place. 
When you stand on the 
battlefields, it's amazing 
to think that in July 1916 
this is where so many 
soldiers fought and 
died.” 

Of course, the cadets 
are fully aware of the 
consequences of war for 
every nation involved 
and they also made time 
to pay their respects at 
the Canadian War 


Memorial, Vimy Ridge 
and the memorial at 
Thiepval, which is dedi¬ 
cated to the 73,367 miss¬ 
ing men of the Somme. 

The cadets also paid 
their respects to the war 
dead at the following 
cemeteries: Tyne Cot, 
Passchendaele, and 
Langemarck. 

Officer Commanding 
372 Squadron, Flight 
Lieutenant Jason 

Horton, concluded: “It 
was a very busy few 
days with an enormous 
amount of travelling. 
However, the cadets all 
felt that it was a worth¬ 
while and emotional 
experience. Seeing the 
battlefields and memori¬ 
als at first hand brings 
history closer to our 
present and not just left 
in the past. These men 
who died for their coun¬ 
tries will not be forgot¬ 
ten by these cadets:”

AFTER two years 
of intensive train¬ 
ing, four volunteer 
crew members of 
Barry Dock RNLI 
lifeboat station 
passed their final 
exams this week. 

Ed Jones, Nigel Parry, 
Craig Pederson and 
Nicky Palmer committed 
to the comprehensive 
training regime when 
they first volunteered to 
save lives at sea with the 
Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution. 

Their roles as crew on 
Barry Dock’s all weather 
lifeboat station means 
that they will quite liter¬ 
ally go out in all weathers 
to save lives on our coast. 

Their skills were put 
to the test in the recent 
weeks of bad weather 
when the crew took the 
opportunity to practice 
handling the boat in 
rough weather. 

As the crew are on call 
24/7, they need to be pre¬ 


pared for all weather 
conditions and scenarios. 
This year has been par¬ 
ticularly busy for the sta¬ 
tion with an increasing 
number of call outs to 
medical emergencies 
adding to the challenge 
for the volunteers, most 
of whom do not have a 
nautical background. 

The lifeboat opera¬ 
tions manager, Peter 
Binding, said: “We are 
all so very proud and 
humbled by the commit¬ 
ment shown by our vol¬ 
unteer crews. 

Their willingness to 
give up their time to train 
and prepare for every 
eventuality really can 
mean the difference 
between life and death 
for some. That is a pret¬ 
ty amazing gift to give.”

BACK BETH’S CANCER DRUG FIGHT - 

pressure is mounting to overturn ABMU decision

THE campaign to 
overturn a decision 
to deny a Porthcawl 
woman a course of a 
crucial cancer drug 
reached an emotion¬ 
al climax this week 
with a fundraising 
evening at the Hi- 
Tide Inn on Tuesday 
(November 26). 

The campaign, which 
has mushroomed since 
Beth Margetson revealed 
that her cancer specialist 
had told her that he want¬ 
ed to prescribe a course 
of Afinitor - a life¬ 
extending drug - but that 
his request had been 
turned down by ABMU 
health board. 

Since that decision, 
Beth and her family have 
had to find £3,100 per 
month to pay for the 
drug, which would be 
available free in England, 
where an NHS cancer 
drug fund is in place. 

At the Hi-Tide, Roy 
Noble and Owen Money 
both gave up their time to 
compere the evening, and 
there was dance and 
musical entertainment 
throughout. 

There was a highly- 
emotional moment when 
Beth’s daughter, Ffion, 
stood up to sing. 

She gave an impas¬ 
sioned rendition of the 
Les Miserables classic, T 
Dreamed A Dream’. 

Beth said: “I was 
moved to tears. The 
words of that song echo 
my own feelings of how 
our hopes of justice and 
fairness are often dashed 
and overshadowed by a 
system driven by vested 
interests”. 

In fact, what could 
have been a sad evening 
was anything but - due 
almost entirely to Beth’s 
own contribution, when 
she spoke to the packed 
room. 

She opened by saying 
that speaking in public 
did not come easily to her 
- and then went on to 
prove that she has 
become an inspirational 
orator. 

“She said: “When I

saw so many people here 
I nearly started crying. I 
was overwhelmed. 

“Looking around is 
like seeing a tapestry of 
my life. I can see people 
here that I’ve known all 
my life, or through work, 
or pregnancy. 

“This time last year I 
was at death’s door. I had 
been given my diagnosis 
and felt like giving up. To 
be told how much the 
cancer had spread was 
awful. 

“Then, in January, I 
chose to go on living. I 
didn’t want that to be my 
last Christmas. 

“I got back in such a 
positive frame of mind 
that I was able to return 
to work.” 

She joked with a work 
colleague: “I was only 
doing a bit of teaching. It 
was mostly social and 
making tea!” 

She went on: “My cli¬ 
nician said I needed 
Afinitor, so I applied - 
and was refused! 

“They said I was not 
exceptional. 

“They said I was not 
value for money. 

“I appealed and it was 
the same again.” 

She told the audience 
that now the campaign 
was no longer about her. 
It was about the NHS in 
Wales. 

She said: “There is no 
equity in Wales, and 
that’s not right. 

“We can change it so 


that people in Wales do 
not have a raw deal. 

“There are people here 
in Wales with cancer who 
feel they don’t deserve 
better. 

“We do deserve bet¬ 
ter.” 

She reminded the 
audience that when she 
started the campaign, she 
had argued that free pre¬ 
scriptions were a vote 
grabber that led to money 
being wasted on over¬ 
prescribing. 

She said: “We don’t 
need free prescriptions. 
It’s time to get the issues 
out in the open.” 

Despite her fear of 
public speaking, Beth has 
developed a sense of 
comic timing that many 
stand-ups would envy, 
and she left the audience 
in a lighter mood when 
she said: “My drugs cost 
£112 per tablet. 

“I try really hard not to 
drop any! I can’t afford it 
if the dog eats them!” 

Concluding, she 
thanked two local 
women who had helped 
her. She praised Dawn 
Thackeray for doing so 
much of the organising of 
the evening. 

Finally, she thanked 
Caroline Sarll, who has 
written many of the press 
releases for the cam¬ 
paign, and who was 
recording the evening for 
a possible BBC Radio 
Wales programme. 

Beth said: “Caroline 


helped put me on the 
BBC. 

“I was a megastar 
when I went on the Jason 
Mohammad’s pro¬ 
gramme. 

“I was going to get my 
own show!” 

On either side of 
Beth’s speech there was 
entertainment from a 
number of local artists. 
(A report on this will 
appear in next week’s 
GEM). 

One further develop¬ 
ment is that local coun¬ 
cillor Sean Aspey has 
started an Assembly peti¬ 
tion. 

He said: “I would 
encourage everybody to 
go on line and sign up. 
One of society’s greatest 
achievements was the 
NHS - founded by a 
Welshman. 

“I think Nye Bevan 
would have been 
appalled to see a fellow 
citizen being treated 
unfairly, as has happened 
to Beth Margetson. 

“In my opinion, it is 
only a matter of time 
before someone brings a 
human rights case about 
this.”

'Huge sympathy for Beth’s plight’ 


THE issue of access 
to drugs in Wales is 
one which I have 
raised for several 
years here in Wales. 

Sadly, I have lost 
count of the number of 
heart-breaking cases of 
patients who have been 
unable to access life-sav¬ 
ing treatments in Wales. 

Jane Hutt used her 
column in last week’s 
issue to pat herself on 
the back for delivering 
what she claimed was a 
“bigger health budget 
than ever before”. 

Whilst accepting her 
right as an AM, and as a 
Welsh Government 
Minister, to write freely 
in her column, I think 
it’s only fair to be given 
the opportunity to chal¬ 
lenge her remarkable 
(and inaccurate) claims. 

In fact, her govern¬ 
ment have inflicted 
record-breaking cuts on 
the Welsh NHS - some 
£650 million to date 
since April 1 2010. The 
recent announcement of 
extra money will barely 
scratch the surface of the 
damage they have 
already done to the 
NHS, and has only been 
brought forward follow¬ 
ing several years of 
relentless pressure. 

Elsewhere in the 
paper was a story which 
illustrated the real 
impact of the Welsh 


Labour Government on 
the NHS in Wales; the 
story of a former mid¬ 
wife who is being forced 
to pay for access to a 
cancer drug that’s avail¬ 
able for free in England 
under the cancer drug 
fund. 

I have huge sympathy 
for Beth Margetson’s 
plight. My office have 
helped numerous con¬ 
stituents through the 
heart wrenching process 
of ‘independent patient 
funding requests’ - a 
bureaucratic nightmare 


of last resort for patients 
told that they cannot 
have their treatment on 
the NHS. 

It has been estimated 
that a similar treatment 
fund would cost just £3 
-3.5 million a year to 
introduce in Wales and 
would give Welsh 
patients similar access to 
life-saving and prolong¬ 
ing treatments as 
patients in England. 

They say politics is a 
question of priorities. To 
put that figure in con¬ 
text, it’s around the same 


amount as the £3.2 mil¬ 
lion Finance Minister 
Jane Hutt signed off this 
summer to buy flat 
screen TVs and soft fur¬ 
nishings for the plush 
new Welsh Government 
offices at the Ty Hywel 
building in Cardiff Bay. 

Perhaps she can use 
her next column to justi¬ 
fy that?

RWE Innogy scraps ‘Atlantic 
Array’ windfarm proposal 


THE Atlantic Array, a 240-tur¬ 
bine wind farm in the Bristol 
Channel, has been scrapped 
after RWE Innogy decided not 
to proceed with the plan. 

There were mixed reactions to the 
news. 

Welsh Conservative Regional AM 
Suzy Davies said she is delighted that 
the plan is being withdrawn. 

She said: “This was in the wrong 
place, in waters that should have been 
designated under the European 
Habitats Directive as a breeding 
ground for the harbour porpoise and 
other cetaceans. 

“The windfarm was huge in scale 
and would have had a massive impact 
along the western approaches to south 
Wales. Residents all along the coast, 
but particularly in Gower, can breathe 
a massive sigh of relief. 


“People power has seen it off.” 

However, Friends of the Earth 
Cymru, who described it as a project 
that would have “powered 900,000 
homes and created thousands of jobs” 
were angry. 

Its director, Gareth Clubb, said: 
“The UK and Welsh Governments 
alike need to start asking searching 
questions of their own policies. 

“Without enough political support, 
too many projects like this could fail 
before they’ve even started. Instead of 
pursuing dirty sources of energy such 
as shale gas, we need a renewed 
emphasis on clean renewables. 

“Wales has some of the finest clean 
energy resources in the world. Through 
harnessing the wind, rain and sun, we 
can boost employment, at the same 
time as ensuring the future security of 
our energy supply.”

Device costs 

A DEVICE that today costs, say, £500 is expected 
to cost around £100 by 2018 and be far more pow¬ 
erful, able to store more information and be easi¬ 
er to use. 

Devices tend initially to be costly. Those who 
want to be at the cutting edge are prepared to pay. 
The cost holds as the market expands until there is a 
struggle for new customers. Competition then drives 
technical development forward and costs down¬ 
wards to the buyers’ advantage. 

The market is kept going by improved value for 
money. The factors that decide value are personal to 
the individual: affordability; capability of the device; 
ease of use; convenience provided by the device and 
perhaps even peer pressure or fashion. 

Mobile phones score highly on improving capa¬ 
bility and convenience and will remain expensive 
until the market demands cheaper ones. 

For less glamorous items like USB memory 
sticks, the factors are different. People will be happy 
to own several of them and yet they are also getting 
cheaper and more convenient. In 2008 an 8GB 
USB2 flash drive cost £5.63/GB. Now a similar 
drive will cost 87p/GB - and it will be a USB3 
which is ten times faster than USB2 and a mere one 
sixth of the price. 

Other devices can maintain their price only by 
increasing their value for money by better design 
and performance. Products that fail to make progress 
will fail and vanish. 

The internet of things 

THIS term is new enough that it is not yet a set¬ 


tled title (even so it has been abbreviated to ‘loT). 

It is the extension of automatic communications 
as the ability to communicate spreads. Your mobile 
phone keeps in touch with your network the whole 
time it is switched on. If lost or stolen it can be locat¬ 
ed. 

Everything can be ‘chipped’ for identification 
purposes and the technology exists for the chips to 
communicate to a network. Pets, pacemakers, cattle, 
roads, containers, cars - the sensors are spreading. 
Your mobile phone can remotely switch on your cen¬ 
tral heating and your freezer can keep track of its 
contents. 

The interaction of all this information is already 
being used to target advertising and enable better 
stock control and keep prices down. The ability to 
handle masses of data has enabled better weather 
forecasting (really). 

New ways to use the information will improve our 
lives: health monitoring to give early warnings pos¬ 
sibly, or identification tags that will be cheap enough 
to use on everything. 

While the good guys are making the improve¬ 
ments, a parallel effort must be made to prevent the 
bad guys from doing harm. Let’s hope that has even 
more success.

Barry Town Council, in accordance with health and safety law, is under¬ 
taking an ongoing inspection programme to check the condition of 
memorial headstones within its cemeteries. Any found to be unsafe and 
likely to cause serious injury may be laid flat or "lowered down" into the 
excavated area at the head of the grave in front of the memorial base (this 
will enable some or all of the inscription to remain visible). 

Alternatively the memorial may be "staked and banded" by the Council 
Memorial Inspector. The stakes and bands are attached to the memorials to 
ensure that the danger of the memorial in question falling and cause damage 
or harm to staff and visitors to the cemetery is reduced. As this is part of a pro¬ 
gramme introduced by government legislation it is an offence for the bands to 
be removed by any one other than the Memorial Inspector or a Memorial 
Mason engaged to carry out repairs to the said memorial on behalf of the 
family. 

A memorial is the responsibility of the grave owner. Any memorials erected 
since November 2001 should not be affected as long as they were installed to 
the NAMM & BRAMM standards. A program has been devised to ensure that 
the memorials that pose the greatest risk are dealt with first.

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Was Welsh exile 
the brains behind 
infamous Mob hit? 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum meeting was 
Don Llewellyn, who 
worked in television 
for 30 years, win¬ 
ning many awards. 

He recalled a very 
interesting assignment he 
had, making a documen¬ 
tary about a top 
American criminal with 
strong Welsh connec¬ 
tions. 

The brilliance of 
Maurice Llewellyn 
Humphries was that he 
was able to keep out of 
the limelight, but was 
instrumental in develop¬ 
ing the ‘Mob’ in 
America, and it was 
largely due to the investi¬ 
gations for the TV docu¬ 
mentary, that he is now 
regarded as more influ¬ 
ential than his compatriot 
A1 Capone. 

By the age of 16 he 
ruled the streets of 
Chicago, and he is now 
known to be the brains 
behind providing the 
miscreants with alibis for 
the St Valentine’s Day 
Massacre. He had numer¬ 
ous aliases and even 
attended court in dis¬ 
guise, and was the first 
person ever to plead the 
Fifth Amendment. 

He moved in high cir¬ 
cles and corrupted 
numerous judges, politi¬ 
cians and police officials. 
The laundering of money 


was one of his major 
‘achievements in which 
he purchased laundries, 
for his wife, and was able 
to hide the vast sums of 
money coming in from 
the rackets. 

He was suspected of 
being ‘the brains’ behind 
the rigging of the elec¬ 
tion of Eisenhower and 
was influential in getting 
the law changed to per¬ 
mit the creation of Las 
Vegas. 

Don confirmed 

‘Murry the Hump,’ as he 
was known, was a ruth¬ 
less criminal, and sus¬ 
pected the three notches 
on his gun were testimo¬ 
ny that he himself had 
killed three persons, as 
was suspected, but 
unproven by the FBI. 

He was aware the 
authorities were bugging 
him, and was able to pro¬ 
vide false information, to 
mislead them. 

The final chapter of 
his death also had a sus¬ 
picious twist. The FBI 
raided his house for a 


‘black book’ he suppos¬ 
edly kept in his safe at 
home. 

He gave up the keys, 
and they took away the 
contents. That same 
evening he died, appar¬ 
ently of a heart attack, 
but when his brother 
found him, the hoover 
was running. 

Was that a sign that J 
Edgar Hoover the FBI 
boss had been instrumen¬ 
tal in his demise?

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Skoda’s new Roomster 
delivers on its promise 


R oom is a necessity 
for families, and 
you don’t appreci¬ 
ate this until you become a 
parent. 

Thankfully, Skoda realises this 
and its Roomster, which reminds 
me of a Pope mobile thanks to 
the styling at the rear, has bags of 
space (up to a cavernous 1,780 
litres - quite something for a 
small MPV). 

Its seats have 20 configura¬ 
tions so that no matter what 
you’re transporting the optimum 
amount of room can be used. 

For instance, if bicycles are 
being carried then perhaps one of 
the rear seats might be removed, 
but if rubbish is being taken to 
the tip then the whole lot can be 
taken out. 

Usually, I have to make an 
exploratory trip to every vehicle 
I test before daring to show it our 
enormous tandem pushchair but I 
didn’t bother with the Skoda. On 
lifting the large hatch, it fits per¬ 
fectly with room to spare. In fact 
there is almost enough room for 
some shopping. But more about 
that later. 

What I love about Skodas is 
that they always feel well built 
and robust. The Roomster Scout 
is no different. Once behind the 
wheel you quickly forget its 
shape. 

“There’s so much light inside 
due to the particularly large rear 
windows,” my wife Caroline 
notes. They are larger than the 
square edged front ones, which 
remind me of those on an old 
Saab 900 as you can see in the 
video at testdrives.biz. 



The Skoda Roomster 

There’s a five speed manual 
gearbox but no engine stop/start 
and yet the 1.6-litre diesel engine 
will return a very respectable 
60mpg. 

Just as well, because it has a 
demanding weekend ahead. On 
the Saturday we take it to the 
north of Hampshire to visit some 
art exhibitions and as ever, time 
is imperative. Quickly, I get used 
to the driving position, which is 
slightly higher than in a standard 
car m^ing it good for overtak¬ 
ing and providing an added sense 
of security. 

The driver’s seat seems com¬ 
fortable enough but extra 
padding in the lower lumbar 
region would be beneficial. 

I like the layout of the dash in 
this Scout version which is fairly 
simple and easy to navigate. The 
leather steering wheel, gearknob 
and handbrake give a welcome 
feeling of luxury. 

Generally, it’s got enough 
oomph to hold its own but strong 
winds and hills can slow 
progress a little. 

The following day, we visit 
London and make our way once 
again down the dreaded M3, 


reaching the capital by 1pm. 
During our trip I notice that 
there’s a bit of wind noise 
through the driver’s door but this 
is the only complaint. It’s fast 
and efficient and transports all 
my family in comfort. 

Parking is easy enough and 
the fact that we can travel with 
the tandem pushchair does make 
walking around London with our 
two girls much easier. 

After enjoying our day we 
return late at night and find the 
map reading lights to be particu¬ 
larly useful. We always get con¬ 
fused when trying to head out of 
the capital but thankfully suc¬ 
cessfully retrace our steps from 
Southwark. 

We decide to head home along 
the A3. Now, this is a very poor¬ 
ly-lit main road indeed and the 
Roomster’s headlights could cer¬ 
tainly be stronger, although full 
beam is effective but not appreci¬ 
ated by oncoming motorists. 

We return home for midnight 
with our two girls flat out in the 
rear. The Roomster scores highly 
for its versatility and ruggedness 
and certainly makes a very wise 
used buy. It would be pretty 
exceptional if the little faults 
were improved, too.

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Impressive last-

FTER an 
“ugly” 

Friday 
evening display at 
Cardiff’s 
Millennium 
Stadium that was 
as drab and grey as 
the Welsh team’s 
strange new strip 
(which resembled 
something out of 
Star Trek!) Warren 
Gatland was keen 
to play down both 
the scrambled 17-7 
win over Tonga and 
his own landmark 
total of 100 interna¬ 
tional Tests as a 
head coach. 

Despite showing no 
fewer than 11 changes 
from the team that had 
routed Argentina by 40-6 
the week before, Wales 
were expected to com¬ 
fortably dispose of the 
Tongan hit men, and 
make it seven wins out 
of seven since the two 
nations first clashed at 


Teufaiva on June 12, 
1986. 

Coincidentally, typical 
South Sea Islands war¬ 
riors who take no prison¬ 
ers and give a whole 
new meaning to the 
‘chop tackle’, lost that 
opening skirmish 7-15; 
and the following five 
by 16-29 (RWC 1987), 
9-18 in 1994, 12-46 in 
1997, 7-51 in 2001 (both 
in Cardiff); and 20-27 
(RWC 2003). 

Overall, Wales had 
amassed a total of 186 
points to Tonga’s 71 - 
but even so, the ‘Sea 
Eagles’ could not be 
taken lightly, having 
beaten France twice 
(notably the 19-13 win 
at the 2011 Rugby World 
Cup in Wellington) and 
stunned Scotland 21-16 
in Aberdeen last year. 

Their battle honours 
also included a 16-11 
win over Australia at 
Brisbane back in 1973, 
and with so many now 
playing at the highest 
level around the world, 
they were expected to 
provide a stern test of 


the much-changed young 
Welsh team’s strength in 
depth. 

And so it proved, with 
Wales almost immedi¬ 
ately losing lineout pos¬ 
session and then having 
a try by scrum half 
Lloyd Williams disal¬ 
lowed as the Tongan 
defenders battled man¬ 
fully to protect their line, 
before being stretched 
wide and then succumb¬ 
ing to a penalty in front 
of their posts by Leigh 
Halfpenny. 

Welsh pressure, led 
from the front, as ever, 
by exemplary match 


skipper Ryan Jones, 
again told when debutant 
centre Owen Williams 
scythed through for a try 
converted by Halfpenny 
- and the new-look back- 
line, orchestrated for 
once by James Hook (in 
his favoured outside-half 
position), again com¬ 
bined to send the other 
new centre, Ashley 
Beck, over in the corner, 
following an incisive run 
by wing George North. 

When Halfpenny con¬ 
verted from the touch- 
line to push Wales ahead 
17-0, with just 24 min¬ 
utes on the clock and 
with Tonga almost 
exclusively preoccupied 
with defence, the issue 
seemed not to be in 
doubt. 

However, a sudden 
lapse in concentration 
and, crucially, missed 
tackles proved Wales’ 
undoing as Tonga’s 
Wasps wing Will Helu 
angled through 
untouched for a convert¬ 
ed try under the posts, to 
make the halftime score 
17-7. 

The change-over saw 
Wales unaccountably 
spurn kickable opportu¬ 
nities to increase the 
score and thwarted, in an 
increasingly scrappy sec¬ 
ond half, by having three 
more ‘tries’ disallowed. 

First, lively teenage 
wing Hallam Amos was 
denied a debut try by a 
foot in touch; then 
returning second row 
Luke Charteris lost the 
ball in the act of cross¬ 
ing the line; and George 
North too was frustrated 
when his touchdown was 


ruled out because of an 
obstruction. 

The incidents epito¬ 
mised a dreary encounter 
that was more stop than 
go, dominated by per¬ 
sistent problems and 
lengthy delays at the 
scrum, that the referee 
failed to firmly address, 
and which helped ruin 
any hope of a spectacle 
for the 46,523 spectators 
on a chilly autumn night. 

A bleak statistic was 
that in the first half 
alone, the ball was in 
play for a mere 11 min¬ 
utes - all of which called 
into question the ration¬ 
ale (other than the need 
to swell WRU coffers) 
of a ‘friendly’ fixture 
fraught with risk - and 
yet with little to gain in 
a rugby sense - at a time 
when the Welsh squad 
was already hard hit by 
injuries and withdrawals 
by leading players. 

“We’ll take the win, 
but it was a game I will 
forget about pretty 
quickly,” Gatland admit¬ 
ted. “We won’t review it 
too much, put it behind 
us, and concentrate on 
Australia next week.” 

His relief at having 
emerged from the poten¬ 
tial danger zone without 
suffering further casual¬ 
ties was palpable - but at 
least it had been an 
opportunity to test the 
mettle of younger fringe 
players, particularly in 
the problem centre and 
wing positions - before 
announcing the team to 
face Australia in 
Saturday’s autumn finale 
at the Millennium 
Stadium. 


There can be no deny¬ 
ing the importance to the 
Wales camp of this nee¬ 
dle rematch with the 
men from Oz, who have 
now won eight times in 
a row against Wales - all 
but one by a bare hand¬ 
ful of points. The last 
four were in 2012 alone: 
on June 9, the score was 
27-19; on June 16, it 
was 25-23; on June 23, 
it was 20-19, and on 
December 1 it was 14- 
12. 

The closing stages of 
both the latter match in 
Australia and last 
autumn’s clash in 
Cardiff, were arguably 
the most dramatic of all, 
with Wales each time 
poised on the brink of an 
epic first victory over 
Australia since the 21-18 
triumph in 2008 (Grand 
Slam year and Gatland’s 
first in charge), but 
denied at the death. 

Who though can for¬ 
get that December 
encounter at the 
Millennium Stadium? 
With less than half a 
minute to full time and 
Wales 12-9 ahead 
(thanks to four 
Halfpenny penalties) and 
seemingly well in con¬ 
trol, the embattled 
Wallabies, who had been 
penned deep in their 
own half, suddenly 
launched a devastating 
counter attack - which 
saw Kurtley Beale rac¬ 
ing away for an uncon¬ 
verted try to snatch a 14- 
12 victory. 

The gallant Irish tast¬ 
ed something of the 
same despair on Sunday, 
being pipped 24-22 well 


into injury time by New 
Zealand, who came off 
the ropes in Dublin to 
deny the heartbroken 
men in green an historic 
first win over the world 
champions. 

It was a timely 
reminder (should that be 
necessary) to Wales, as 
they prepare to lock 
horns again with 
Australia, that against 
the big three from the 
southern hemisphere, 
there can be no let-up in 
all-out effort and con¬ 
centration right up to the 
final whistle. 

They will have been 
encouraged by 
Scotland’s battling dis¬ 
play against Australia, 
who though showing 
improvement since the 
loss to England, 
laboured to a narrow 21- 
15 win at Murrayfield on 
Saturday. 

However, the men 
from Oz always seem to 
raise their game a notch 
or two against Wales, 
who will be braced for 
yet another close-fought 
contest in a series that 
stretches way back to 
December 12, 1908, 
when the First Wallabies 
were edged out 9-6 in 
Cardiff. Wales won six 
of the first eight meet¬ 
ings between the two - 
but over the years, the 
pendulum swung and the 
reality is that they have 
now lost 25 out of the 36 
games played, with one 
notable match drawn - 
29-29 in autumn 2006 at 
the Millennium Stadium. 

Total points scored 
(Wales 536, Australia 
834) graphically illus¬ 


trates the gap that has 
existed between the two. 

Still, as pragmatic 
Gatland himself has reit¬ 
erated, that is the past 
and history is there to be 
written afresh by his 
young charges. Who can 
doubt that, notwithstand¬ 
ing the list of walking 
wounded, they are 
arguably better equipped 
than any Welsh side 
since the golden ’70s to 
loosen the iron grip 
exerted by southern 
hemisphere giants - and 
finally end the long, 
frustrating cycle of hero¬ 
ic narrow defeats.
